Perlin    to    head    nation's    largest 
integrated    health    care    system... 

The  U.S.  Senate  unanimously  confirmed  Jonathan  B.  Perlin 
'91PhD'92MD'96HS'97MHA,  as  Under  Secretary  for  Health  in  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  in  April  2005.  He  had  been  acting 
Under  Secretary  since  April  2004. 

The  Under  Secretary  serves  as  CEO  of  the  VA's  health  care  system. 
The  largest  integrated  health  care 
system  in  the  U.S.  treats  more 
than  5  million  people  annually 
and  has  a  budget  of  nearly 
$30  billion  for  an  operation 
that  includes  196,500  health  care 
professionals,  125,000  volunteers, 
80,000  health  profession  trainees 
and  25,000  affiliated  faculty  mem- 
bers. The  VA  is  also  the  nation's 
largest  provider  of  graduate  med- 
ical education. 

Perlin  received  part  of  his  training  at  a  VA  medical  center,  an  expe- 
rience he  said  was  his  favorite  part  of  his  medical  school  experience. 
"I  had  the  privilege  of  taking  care  of  some  of  the  last  Buffalo  Soldiers 
and  World  War  I  doughboys,  along  with  veterans  of  World  War  II, 
Korea  and  Vietnam,"  Perlin  told  senators  at  his  confirmation  hearing. 
A  native  of  Maryland,  Perlin  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College 
of  Physicians.  He  continues  to  hold  an  adjunct  faculty  appointment 
at  MCVH. 

The    seven    habits    of    cost-effective 
health    care    policy? 

Steven  Woolf '93HS,  presented  seven  policy  solutions  for  reducing 
costs  among  Medicare's  aging  beneficiaries  in  testimony  before  the 
Senate  Special  Community  on  Aging  on  June  30.  "Our  society  spends 
far  too  much  on  treating  the  end  stages  of  disease  and  far  too  little  on 
helping  the  public  avoid  getting  sick  in  the  first  place,"  he  told  the 
Committee.  Woolf  s  seven  policy  solutions  to  the  problems  that  con- 
front Medicare  include: 
Launching  a  public  education  campaign 
Encouraging  beneficiaries  to  live  healthy  and  active  lifestyles 
Redesigning  communities  to  support  healthy  aging  by  improving 
sidewalks,  increasing  healthy  food  choices  and  similar  moves 
Educating  seniors  about  benefits  of  quitting  smoking 
Redesigning  healthcare  delivery  systems  to  enhance 
preventive  services 

Improving  information  technology  to  improve  education  efforts 
Increasing  funds  for  research 

"Seniors  live  longer  and  live  healthier  if  they  abandon  unhealthy 
behaviors,  obtain  recommended  vaccines  and  receive  certain  screen- 
ing tests  to  catch  diseases  in  their  early  stages,"  Woolf  concluded.

The  HBO  movie  Warm 
Springs  traces  the  story 
of  Franklin  Delano  Roo- 
sevelt's struggle  against 
the  disabling  effects  of 
polio  and  his  rehabilita- 
tion. The  movie  stars 
Emmy-award  winners 
Kenneth  Branagh  and 
Cynthia  Nixon. 

To  understand  his 
role  more  fully,  Branagh 
spent  time  at  the  Shep- 
herd Center  in  Atlanta, 
where  he  worked  with 
Anne  Lorio  '01PT  to 
understand  how  a  para- 
plegic might  move  his 
body  using  a  wheelchair 
and  leg  braces  from 
the  1920s. 

"We  watched  video  images  of  President  Roosevelt  walking  with 
long  leg  braces,  and  then  I  taught  Kenneth  how  to  walk  like  Roo- 
sevelt did  with  braces,"  Lorio  said.  "We  worked  in  the  parallel  bars 
and  out  of  the  parallel  bars  with  one  arm  on  an  assistant  and  the  other 
with  a  cane,  which  is  what  Roosevelt  did  in  his  later  years.  He  had 
several  questions  about  the  script  that  I  helped  answer.  For  example, 
in  one  of  the  scenes,  Roosevelt's  leg  spasms  and  Kenneth  didn't  know 
what  that  would  look  like,  so  I  showed  him." 

Lorio's  help  —  along  with  the  input  of  other  Shepherd  staffers  — 
was  invaluable,  because  the  cast  and  crew  had  little  historical  record 
to  go  on.  Roosevelt  hid  his  paralysis  from  the  country  and  was  virtu- 
ally never  filmed  or  photographed  in  his  wheelchair.

Classes    Join    to    Endow    Scholarship 
Fund    for    the    School    of    Nursing. 

A  new  endowment  for  the  VCU  School  of  Nursing  was  established 
through  the  efforts  of  members  of  the  Classes  of  1954  from  the  St. 
Philip  Hospital  and  the  MCV  Schools  of  Nursing.  The  partial  scholar- 
ship fund  is  known  as  the  Unity  Scholarship.  Members  of  the  two 
classes  joined  together  for  a  dinner  at  Reunion  2004  to  present  the 
endowment  to  Dean  Nancy  F.  Langston.  In  2005,  outstanding  pledges 
have  been  met  and  Dr.  Langston  has  indicated  that  the  first  partial 
scholarship  will  likely  be  awarded  for  the  2006-2007  academic  year. 


In  the  fall  of  2002,  Corinne  Dorsey,  a  member  of  the  '.!'.'.  ' ...; 
of  1954,  decided  that  it  would  be  a  wonderful  commemoration  of  the 
50th  Anniversary  of  their  graduation  if  she  and  her  classmates  could 
raise  $10,000  to  present  to  the  School  of  Nursing  in  2004.  Her  idea 
became  a  dream  when  she  decided  to  ask  Burlette  Trent,  a  member 
of  the  St.  Philip  Class  of  1954,  if  she  would  like  to  be  a  part  of  mak- 
ing this  a  joint  effort  for  both  classes.  Trent  responded  positively  and 
they  joined  forces  to  achieve  the  goal.  Dorsey  and  Trent  solicited 
their  48  classmates,  who  reminded  them  of  the  pride  in  their  school 
that  formed  the  basis  for  their  many  achievements  and  their  contri- 
butions to  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  in  community  settings,  at  col- 
leges and  universities  and  to  the  states  in  which  they  have  worked. 
"Fifty  years  later  we  had  a  special  opportunity  to  speak  with  one 
voice  and  say  thank  you  in  this  special  way." 

The  members  of  the  Classes  of  1954  were  asked  to  think  about 
why  the  two  classes  should  break  new  ground  and  do  something  no 
one  else  has  done.  Some  of  the  reasons  included  the  example  set  by 
Dr.  Langston  with  her  emphasis  on  connections,  unity  and  diversity. 
She  had  displayed  this  through  the  increasing  number  of  minorities 
on  the  faculty  and  in  the  student  body,  and  also  in  her  presentations 
throughout  her  term  as  President  of  the  National  League  for  Nurs- 
ing. She  encouraged  the  St.  Philip  Alumnae  to  take  their  place  in  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  and  the  first  Jackson  Diversity  Lectureship 
was  held  in  2002.  Having  the  opportunity  to  hear  Dr.  Elizabeth 
Carnegie,  who  was  one  of  the  earliest  African  American  faculty 
members  at  St.  Philip  and  a  noted  educator,  author  and  nurse  histo- 
rian, make  the  presentation  at  that  initial  lectureship  was  a  highlight 
of  the  year  for  many.  Dorsey  and  Trent  said  to  their  classmates,  "Our 
idea  of  bringing  our  two  classes  together  is  an  opportunity  to  say  the 
time  has  come  to  present  ourselves,  in  a  spirit  of  restoration  and  rec- 
onciliation, for  unity  and  community.  After  all,  we  graduated  in 
1954,  the  year  of  the  Supreme  Court  decision  that  ended  segregated 
education  in  this  country." 

There  was  no  hesitation  between  Dorsey  and  Trent  when  it  came 
to  naming  the  endowment.  It  is  the  Unity  Scholarship  Fund  of  the 
St.  Philip  and  MCV  Schools  of  Nursing  Classes  of  1954,  or  the  Uni- 
ty Scholarship.  The  fund  continues  to  increase  and  the  1954  Class- 
mates invite  others  to  join  them  in  further  growth.

Gentleman's 

Retires

H 


eber  H.  "Dickie"  Newsome,  Jr.  '71HS  ended  a  40-year 
career  at  MCV  when  he  retired  in  June. 

Newsome's  tenure  at  MCV  began  in  1962,  when  he  joined  the 
staff  as  an  intern.  Five  years  later  he  joined  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  as  a  research  associate,  returning  to  MCV  in  1970.  At  MCV, 
he  served  as  vice  chair  of  the  surgery  department,  chair  of  the  gener- 
al/trauma surgery  division,  chief  of  the  medical  staff  and  senior  asso- 
ciate dean.  In  2000  he  was  named  dean. 

Dr.  Eugene  P.  Trani,  VCU  President,  called  Newsome  "a  superb 
clinician  and  outstanding  admin- 
istrator," crediting  him  with  reju- 
venating basic  science  and  recruit- 
ment at  the  medical  school.  Dr. 
Sheldon  Retchin,  VCU  vice  presi- 
dent for  health  sciences  and  CEO 
of  the  health  system,  called  New- 
some  "the  Obi-Wan  Kenobe  of 
the  medical  school." 

Richard  P.  Wenzel,  MD,  chair 
of  the  department  of  internal 
medicine,  characterized  Newsome 
as  "the  gentleman's  dean  — 
unflappable  in  the  face  of  major 
challenges,  kind,  optimistic,  and 
above  all  a  man  of  self-deprecating 
and  ironic  humor." 

Among  the  "major  challenges" 
Newsome  faced  was  the  2002 
budget  crisis,  when  state  aid  to 
publicly  supported  colleges  and 
universities  was  sharply  reduced. 
The  medical  school  had  to  reduce 
spending  by  about  $9  million. 
The  school  was  forced  to  let 
people  go,  hold  salaries  during 
a  period  of  rising  costs,  raise 
tuition,  and  pursue  contributed 
funds  more  aggressively.  "We 
kept  scrambling,"  Newsome  told 
a  Times-Dispatch  writer.  "The 
alternative  was  to  curl  up  in  a 
corner  somewhere." 

Yet  the  school  thrived.  During  Newsome's  five-year  tenure  as 
dean,  the  VCU  Health  System  restructured  and  the  school  saw  a 
50  percent  increase  in  biomedical  research. 

Despite  his  official  retirement,  Newsome  concedes  that  teaching 
may  still  be  in  his  future  —  perhaps  in  Messina,  Italy,  with  VCU's 
partner  school  there.  But  first,  he  plans  to  paint.  (Landscapes. 


Portraiture  is  not  his  forte.  The  man  who  counsels  others  not  to 
take  themselves  too  seriously  says,  "I  have  a  hundred  beautiful 
portraits  of  women,  but  they  all  look  alike.")  And  he's  studying 
Italian  —  at  VCU,  of  course. 

Newsome  and  his  wife  Jerome  have  three  children  and  five 
grandsons. 

A  yearlong  national  search  process  resulted  in  the  appointment 
of  Jerome  F.  Strauss  II,  MD,  PhD,  as  the  next  dean  of  the  medical 
school.  The  appointment  carries  with  it  the  executive  vice  presidency 
for  medical  affairs  at  the  VCU 
Health  System,  overseeing  the 
physician-faculty  group  practice 
of  the  VCU  Medical  Center. 

Strauss  has  been  associate 
chair  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania School  of  Medicine's 
Department  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology,  where  he  holds  the 
Luigi  Mastroianni,  Jr.,  Professor- 
ship of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. 

After  graduation  from  Brown 
University  in  1969,  Strauss  earned 
a  medical  degree  in  1975  and  a 
doctorate  in  molecular  biology  in 
1975  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Over  the  next  29  years  he 
held  a  wide  range  of  administrative 
appointments  at  that  school,  while 
simultaneously  maintaining  his 
credentials  as  a  researcher  and 
educator.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Institute  of  Medicine  —  the  com- 
ponent organization  of  the 
National  Academies  of  Science  that 
advises  the  nation  on  health  and 
health  policy  —  in  1994.  That's 
one  of  medicine's  highest  honors. 
In  accepting  the  appointment, 
Strauss  welcomed  the  chance  to 
make  science  enterprise  "relevant  to 
clinical  medicine."  "I  am  thrilled  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  work  with 
VCU  leadership  and  faculty,"  he  said. 

Retchin  called  Strauss  "the  right  person  at  the  right  time"  to  lead 
the  School  of  Medicine  to  a  position  of  preeminence.  "I  am  excited 
about  attracting  someone  of  Dr.  Strauss'  caliber  to  a  position  of  leader- 
ship within  our  School,"  Retchin  told  alumni  in  announcing  the 
appointment  in  June.

Officials  at  Virginia  Commonwealth  University  kicked  off  a  $  1 7  million 
construction  project  in  June  to  build  a  new,  state-of-the-science 
School  of  Nursing  education  building. 

The  four-story  building  will  be  constructed 
on  the  university's  MCV  Campus  at  Leigh  and 
1 1th  streets.  It  will  include  research  space,  a  clin- 
ical learning  center  with  human  patient  simula- 
tors, a  community  outreach  nursing  center, 
large  classrooms  and  faculty  offices. 

At  groundbreaking  ceremonies  at  the  con- 
struction site,  VCU  President  Eugene  P.  Trani, 
PhD,  said  that  the  school  is  more  than  bricks 
and  mortar. 

"The  goal  is  that  increased  space  and  mod- 
ern classrooms  and  facilities  will  be  part  of  the 
solution  to  the  nursing  shortage  and  improving 
healthcare  —  by  educating  more  nurses  who 
will  enter  the  workforce  as  competent  health- 
care professionals,"  Trani  said. 

Bureau  of  Labor  statistics  indicate  that  the 
nation  will  need  1  million  new  nurses  to  meet 
the  escalating  demands  of  the  aging  population. 
Virginia  will  need  22,000  new  nurses.  Current 
projections  are  that  without  increases  in  enroll- 
ments in  nursing  education  programs,  one  in 
three  patients  in  the  state  will  not  have  a  nurse 
to  care  for  them  by  the  year  2020. 

"The  new  nursing  education  building  is 

the  cornerstone  to  our  ability  to  expand 
enrollment,  attract  faculty  and  educate  students 
with  the  latest  knowledge  for  a  technologically 
intense  healthcare  environment,"  said  Sheldon 
M.  Retchin,  M.D.,  CEO  of  the  VCU  Health  Sys- 
tem and  VCU  vice  president  for  health  sciences. 
"The  new  building  will  allow  us  to  sustain  pro- 
grams of  research  and  service  to  the  care  of  our 
fellow  Virginians  in  illness  and  in  health." 

Over  the  past  decade,  the  VCU  School  of 
Nursing  has  experienced  dramatic  growth  in

both  enrollment  and  research  funding.  Undergraduate  and  graduate 
enrollment  nearly  doubled  from  444  to  838  students.  Research  fund- 
ing grew  from  $300,000  to  S2.8  million,  cata- 
pulting the  nursing  school  from  a  ranking  of 
84th  to  14th  in  the  United  States  for  National 
Institutes  of  Health-funded  research. 

"The  activities  occurring  in  this  21st  cen- 
tury School  of  Nursing  simply  have  signifi- 
cantly exceeded  the  capacity  of  the  current 
building  to  expand  and  adapt,"  said  Nancy 
Langston,  R.N.,  Ph.D.,  dean  of  the  VCU 
School  of  Nursing.  "Though  members  of 
the  nursing  community  have  achieved  much 
under  the  constraints  of  the  current  building, 
we  believe  the  construction  of  this  new  facility 
is  a  significant  developmental  milestone  in 
support  of  our  life's  work" 

In  the  new  facility,  students  will  learn  on 
sophisticated  human-patient  simulators  that 
can  be  programmed  both  to  show  symptoms 
of  certain  conditions  and  diseases  and  to 
respond  to  various  interventions,  such  as 
medication.  Students  in  the  150-seat  audito- 
rium will  be  able  to  watch  other  students 
working  on  the  simulators  and  use  hand-held 
devices  to  indicate  whether  they  agree  or 
disagree  with  a  particular  intervention. 

Langston  also  said  the  new  building  will 
add  much-needed  research  space  to  allow 
faculty  and  students  to  conduct  research 
from  bench  science  to  the  bedside. 

The  new  nursing  teaching  and  research 
facility  will  replace  the  current  building  on 
Broad  Street  that  was  built  as  a  dormitory  in 
1928.  Construction  will  begin  in  lulv  with 
completion  anticipated  in  2007. 

The  state  is  contributing  S14  million  of 
the  construction  cost,  with  S3  million  coming 
from  private  funds.

TreatingThe  BodyPolitics

The  Medical  Society  of  Virginia,  founded  in  1820,  provides 
administrative,  membership  and  legislative  services  to  8,700 
Virginia  physicians.  MSV  supports  state  and  federal  legisla- 
tion and  advocacy  initiatives  that  preserve  and  improve  the 
quality  of  health  care  in  the  state  of  Virginia. 

The  recendy  concluded  legislative  session  may  have  been  "short" 
on  the  calendar.  For  Ann  Hughes,  Director  of  Legislative  and  Politi- 
cal Analysis  for  MSV,  it  was  nonetheless  an  intense  46  days.  It's  a 
routine  she's  more  than  accustomed  to.  A  health  care  lobbyist  for 
22  years,  she's  been  with  MSV  for  the  past  five  years. 

Hughes  has  strong  feelings  about  the  challenges  that  face  physi- 
cians. Since  the  creation  of  Medicare,  political  and  legal  forces  have 
threatened  their  professional  autonomy  and  eroded  their  financial 
security.  Hughes  and  her  small  staff 
work  for  the  benefit  of  Virginia's  physi- 
cians. She  is  pleased  with  the  advances 
MSV  was  able  to  make  on  behalf  of  Vir- 
ginia's doctors  —  and  their  patients  — 
in  the  2005  legislative  session. 


Putting  a  Little 
Humanity  Back 
Into  the  System. 


With  MSV's  help,  the  Omnibus  Medical 

Malpractice  Reform  Bills  HB  2659  and 

SB  1 173  were  passed  during  the  short 

session.  "These  bills  help  to  stabilize  the 

foundation  of  the  medical  malpractice 

climate  in  Virginia,"  Hughes  explains. 

The  bills,  which  go  into  effect  on  July  1, 

2006,  address  these  issues: 
Certification  of  expert  witness  opinion. 
A  medical  expert  must  certify  that  the 
standard  of  care  was  breached  before 
legal  action  can  begin.  "This  is  going  to 
be  a  very  effective  tool"  in  reducing  the 
number  of  nuisance  suits  filed  against 
doctors  each  year. 
Admissibility  of  expressions  of  sympa- 
thy. Not  every  procedure  is  successful,  despite  a  doctor's  best  efforts. 
Yet  a  simple  "I'm  sorry"  can  be  —  has  been  —  construed  as  an 
expression  of  guilt,  with  predictable  legal  consequences.  Hughes  sees 
this  provision  as  helping  to  restore  the  human  balance  between  physi- 
cians and  patients. 

■  Competency  evaluations  for  certain  practitioners.  When  three  claims 
are  paid  against  a  doctor  in  any  given  10-year  period,  a  Board  of 
Medicine  review  will  be  triggered  to  determine  the  appropriate 
action  —  which  may  include  mentoring,  additional  education,  or 
(in  the  case  of  nuisance  claims)  no  action  at  all. 
"I  don't  know  of  any  physician  who  doesn't  want  to  get  incom- 
petent doctors  off  the  stage.  But  we  must  be  proactive  in  policing  our 

own.  This  is  a  positive  step  for  doctors  in  Virginia,"  says  Hughes. 


Medical  malpractice  claims  data  analyzed.  Do  malpractice  insur- 
ance premium  increases  reflect  the  realities  of  Virginia's  medical 
and  legal  climates  —  or  are  soaring  premiums  the  result  of  super- 
sized  pay-outs  in  other  parts  of  the  country?  By  requiring  the  State 
Bureau  of  Insurance  to  collect  and  analyze  this  information,  hope- 
fully, the  answers  to  these  questions  will  be  revealed. 
Permission  for  physicians  to  testify  about  their  patients  for  the 
defense.  In  the  past,  treating  physicians  were  not  allowed  to  testify  in 
court.  "That  often  put  the  defendant  (physician)  at  a  disadvantage," 
says  Hughes. 

Redefinition  of  medical  malpractice.  Legally  defining  "malpractice"  in 
the  Code  of  Virginia  will  prevent  unhappy  litigants  from  morphing 
their  suits  into  breach  of  contract  or  battery  actions. 

MSV  was  also  instrumental  in 
increasing  Medicaid  reimbursements 
(effective  May  1,  2006)  and  in  improving 
fair  business  practices  between  insurers 
and  physicians. 

Other  efforts  were  not  as  productive. 
An  attempt  to  pass  an  assignment  of  bene- 
fits will  with  a  balanced  billing  provision 
was  not  successful.  "MSV  knew  from  the 
beginning  that  it  did  not  have  the  votes 
it  needed  to  get  [assignment  of  benefits] 
passed  with  a  balanced  billing  provision. 
However,  the  MSV  Board  decided  it  was  an 
important  issue  to  pursue,"  says  Hughes. 


The  Party's  Over. 
Now  What? 


The  legislators  have  returned  to  their 
home  offices.  It  is  once  again  possible  to 
park  within  a  day's  hike  of  the  General 
Assembly.  What  do  Ann  Hughes  and  her 
colleagues  in  the  legislative  division  at 
MSV  do  in  the  "offseason?" 

The  Society  administers  the  VAM- 
PAC,  the  Virginia  Medical  Political 
Action  Committee.  This  bipartisan, 

voluntary,  non-profit  political  action  committee  meets  four  times 

annually  to  identify  issues  and  actions  of  importance  to  the  health 

care  community. 

The  Society  also  maintains  communications  links  with  the 

American  Medical  Association  to  keep  MSV  members  informed  of 

political  issues  of  note  and  facilitates  communication  between  MSV 

members  and  state  and  national  legislators.  In  addition,  work  has 

already  begun  on  the  2006  Legislative  Agenda. 

Today's  health  care  delivery  system  is  flawed,  says  Hughes.  What 

is  the  solution?  "It  is  not  unlike  a  Gordian  knot,"  she  observes.  "We 

just  have  to  find  the  end."

What  makes  a  person  a  good  health  care  professional? 

Is  it  compassion  for  others?  Or  is  it  confidence  in  one's  own  skills 
and  talents?  Certainly,  an  ability  to  communicate  with  others  is  impor- 
tant, as  is  a  commitment  to  finding  the  right  solution.  There  are  more 
attributes  that  characterize  a  good  medical  provider,  of  course. 

As  it  happens,  these  are  the  same  qualities  that  make  for  good 
lawmakers  and  politicians. 

I  Can  Live  the  Dream 

John  M.  O'Bannon  III,  '73MD,  is  as  comfortable  talking  politics  as 
he  is  talking  medicine. 

"Physicians  have  a  long,  rich 
heritage  of  being  involved  in 
the  political  process,"  he  says, 
reminding  us  that  four  doctors 
were  among  the  original  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence. "It's  logical  for  physicians 
to  be  involved  in  politics." 

Because  O'Bannon  lives  and 
practices  in  Richmond,  he  can 
combine  his  interests  in  state 
government  and  medicine. 
During  the  six-  or  eight-week 
legislative  season,  he  is  fully 
committed  to  the  General  Assembly.  But  the  day  after  legislators 
leave  town,  "I'm  back  to  seeing  patients." 

Dr.  O'Bannon's  political  record  is  formidable.  He  was  appointed 
by  Governor  Warner  to  the  Secure  Virginia  Panel  (now  the  Secure 
Commonwealth  Panel),  where  he  helps  formulate  policies  to  help 
hospital  personnel,  first  responders  and  health  departments  plan 
appropriate  responses  to  state-wide  emergencies.  He  has  championed 
bills  in  the  General  Assembly  in  response  to  the  SARS  epidemic.  He 
has  supported  legislation  to  provide  liability  relief  to  protect  "good 
Samaritans."  He  chaired  the  ethics  council  for  the  American  Medical 
Association  for  seven  years.  He  has  served  on  the  Authority  Board 
for  the  MCV  hospital  authority;  working  with  Dr.  Eugene  Trani  was, 
he  recalls,  "a  rewarding  experience."  Currently  he  chairs  the  VCU 


Medical  Centers  Quality  Committee,  which  aims  to  make  long-term 
improvements  in  patient  care. 

"I  was  always  interested  in  being  involved,"  O'Bannon  recalls.  He 
was  president  of  the  House  Staff  Council  at  MCV  in  the  mid-1970s.  At 
the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia,  he  chaired  the  Legislative  Committee. 
He  served  as  president  of  the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine. 

Then  his  wife  got  involved  in  what  O'Bannon  calls  "real  politics." 
(Patricia  O'Bannon  has  represented  the  Tuckahoe  District  on  the 
Henrico  Board  of  Supervisors  since  1995,  and  has  twice  chaired  that 
group.)  That  motivated  O'Bannon  to  pursue  his  own  political  ambi- 
tions. When  Eric  Cantor's  seat  in  the  General  Assembly  became 
available,  O'Bannon  ran  —  and  won. 

People  who  go  into  medicine  want  to  help  people,  O'Bannon 
says,  and  political  action  is  a  logical  outgrowth  of  that  impulse.  He 
recommends  that  those  with  an  interest  in  serving  in  elected  office 
work  within  the  party  system,  or  serve  on  a  non-partisan  civic  board 
or  government  commission.  It  doesn't  matter  how  you  start  —  what's 
important  is  that  you  start. 

And,  O'Bannon  adds,  your  patients  will  thank  you  for  your  concern. 

"Political  involvement  is  a  part  of  our  core  responsibility  —  to  our 
patients  and  to  our  communities.  Your  patients  will  be  very  appreciative 
and  respectful  of  your  involvement  and  your  opinion  in  these  matters." 

Physician-Legislator  Says: 
"Be  Involved" 

In  the  Greenville  (Texas)  office 
where  he  practices  family  medi- 
cine, you  can  call  him  "Doctor 
Deuell."  In  the  Texas  legislature 
where  he  has  served  since  2003, 
you  can  call  him  "Senator 
Deuell."  Or  you  can  simply 
call  him  "Bob." 

Since  his  high-school  days  as 
a  volunteer  with  Bobby  Kennedy's 
1968  campaign,  Bob  Deuell 
'83 MD  has  had  a  passion  for 


political  life.  Following  medical  studies  at  MCV  and  a  residency  in 
Harrisburg  (Pennsylvania),  Deuell  returned  to  his  childhood  home 
in  Texas  in  1986.  As  a  member  of  the  public  health  service  there,  he 
first  became  interested  in  health  policy  and  the  health  needs  of  rural 
and  indigent  Texans. 

Deuell's  first  try  for  a  seat  in  the  31 -seat  Texas  Senate  was  unsuc- 
cessful. He  fared  better  the  second  time  out,  unseating  a  26-year 
incumbent.  Today,  he  is  one  of  two  physicians  in  the  Texas  Senate, 
where,  as  Senator  for  District  Two,  he  represents  people  in  parts  of 
Dallas,  and  10  counties. 

Deuell  is  proud  of  the  work  of  the  Texas  legislature  in  enhancing 
public  health.  In  the  78th  Legislative  Session,  he  authorized  a  pilot 
program  for  enhanced  EMS  services  in  rural  areas.  As  a  member  of 
the  Senate's  Health  &  Human  Services  and  Finance  Committees,  he 
helped  draft  a  model  tort  reform  bill  —  the  same  bill  that  President 
George  W.  Bush  is  holding  up  as  a  model  to  the  nation. 

Deuell  is  also  interested  in  issues  relating  to  Medicaid  and  CHIP 
(Children's  Health  Insurance  Program),  mental  health  and  mental 
retardation  issues,  workers  compensation,  limits  on  case  loads  for 
protective  services  workers,  asbestos  litigation,  and  education  reform. 

Deuell's  efforts  are  not  going  unnoticed.  Among  his  many 
awards,  he  received  the  "Patient  Advocacy  Award"  from  the  Texas 
Academy  of  Family  Physicians,  and  received  an  A++  rating  from  the 
Texas  Right  to  Life  Committee.  In  addition,  Deuell  was  honored 
with  the  "Patiente  Protectorate  Award"  and  was  named  one  of 
"Texas  Medicine's  Best"  by  the  Texas  Medical  Association. 

Deuell,  who  with  his  wife  Marilyn  has  three  children,  has  a  bit  of 
advice  for  new  physicians  who  want  to  change  the  system.  "You  can't 
practice  medicine  with  your  head  in  the  sand,"  he  says.  "Meet  with 
your  legislators.  Work  with  your  professional  organizations  to  get 
your  views  across." 

As  physicians,  he  says,  "We  need  to  be  involved." 

A  World  Away  from  MCV 

"If  you'd  told  me  23  years  ago  I'd  be  sitting  here,  I'd  have  thought 
you  were  crazy,"  admitted  the  man  behind  the  desk. 

"Here"  is  just  a  short  walk  from  the  classrooms  and  labs  he 
frequented  as  a  student  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

During  the  legislative  session,  you'll  find  S.  Chris  Jones  '82P,  in 
Room  707  in  the  General  Assembly  Building.  He  has  represented  the 
76th  District  (Suffolk  and  Chesapeake)  in  the  House  of  Delegates 
since  1998.  Delegate  Jones  says  his  career  as  a  pharmacist  makes  him 
a  better  legislator.  Owning  an  independent  pharmacy  gives  Delegate 
Jones  a  deeper  understanding  of  the  needs,  as  well  as  the  effects  of 
legislation  on  small  businesses. 

"In  my  pharmacy,  I  work  with  people  from  many  socio-economic 
levels.  Each  customer  has  a  unique  set  of  circumstances  that  requires 
personal  attention.  The  health  care  system  is  more  complicated 
today  and  the  pharmacist  is  often  the  liaison  between  the  patient, 
physician,  family  and  care  givers."  These  realities,  he  says,  give  him 
a  different  perspective  on  issues  like  patients'  access  to  medical 
records,  multi-tiered  pricing  systems  for  prescriptions,  and  medical 
malpractice  insurance. 

What  is  the  impact  on  voters  when  rising  premiums  force  a 
physician  to  relocate  or  even  leave  their  field  of  speciaJty?  This  is 
just  a  sample  of  the  issues  facing  the  legislator. 


Delegate  Jones  applauds  the  lobbying  and  communication  efforts 
of  his  colleagues  in  the  health  care  field. 

"White  Coat  Days,"  for  example,  bring  medical/health  care  providers 
to  the  Capitol  and  gives  the  legislator  an  opportunity  to  hear  their  con- 
cerns directly.  "This  helps  lawmakers  see  the  big  picture,"  he  says. 

Effective  time  management  skills  are  essential  for  Delegate  Jones 
in  his  various  roles  as  a  family  man,  pharmacist,  businessman  and 
legislator.  "You  must  seek  a  balance  to  be  your  best." 

In  the  end,  he  approaches  his  work  in  the  General  Assembly  the 
way  he  fills  prescriptions  —  with  preciseness  and  attention  to  detail, 
and  with  the  greatest  concern  for  the  individual.  Whether  on  the 
legislative  floor  or  behind  the  counter  the  question  foremost  in  his 
mind  is  "How  can  we  minimize  unintended  consequences  while 
providing  solutions?" 

Working  Within  the  System 

Can  you  name  the  one  group  of  people  who  are  guaranteed  health 
care  by  no  less  an  authority  than  the  United  States  Constitution? 

It's  not  the  elderly,  the  indigent  or  the  disabled. 

It's  prisoners. 

Pat  Reams  '95MPH'75MD'78HS,  is  on  the  board  of  the  National 
Commission  for  Correctional  Health  Care.  That's  the  group  that 
writes  the  standards  for  health  care  in  prisons  and  juvenile  facilities. 

"The  standards  are  not  dif- 
ferent than  those  for  kids  on  the 
outside,"  says  Reams.  "But  there 
are  challenges."  In  practical 
terms,  cost  controls  and  a  host  of 
financial  considerations  must  be 
dealt  with.  Ethically,  there  are 
larger  questions  to  ask  —  and 
answer.  What  is  appropriate 
health  care  for  someone  on 
Death  Row? 

As  a  former  president  of  the 
Virginia  Chapter,  American 
Academy  of  Pediatrics  and  one- 
time chief  physician  for  the  Department  of  Juvenile  Justice,  Reams 
has  grappled  with  issues  like  these  for  years.  Today,  as  a  physician  at 
Cumberland  Hospital  for  Children  and  Adolescents,  she  is  commit- 
ted to  working  within  the  system  to  improve  mental  health  care  for 
children  and  their  access  to  that  care. 

"We  have  to  make  sure  there  are  doctors  available  to  ALL  people 
in  the  state,"  she  says,  while  acknowledging  that  Medicaid  reim- 
bursement rates  and  low-level  insurances  are  a  powerful  disincentive 
for  health  care  providers.  She  applauds  the  work  that  the  various 
medical  associations  are  doing  to  explore  these  and  other  issues. 

"We're  in  a  stage  of  transition  as  to  how  health  care  is  delivered. 
Doctors  must  be  part  of  the  decision-making  process.  We  need  a  lot 
more  people  out  there  talking." 

No  doubt  about  it:  it's  politics,  all  right,  albeit  politics  writ  small. 

"If  you're  in  the  health  care  field  today,  you  can't  divorce  your- 
self from  being  in  the  political  system,"  she  says.  "Every  part  of 
health  care  is  affected  by  something  in  public  policy  or  law."

You  Bet  There  Is!

"Doctors  Storm  Capitol." 

That  was  the  headline  in  every  daily  paper  across  the  state  on  the 
day  after  the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia's  first  mobilization  of  Vir- 
ginia's doctors  in  February  2004. 

"We  were  trying  to  get  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,"  says  Pam 
Overstreet,  director  of  communications  for  the  Medical  Society  of 
Virginia.  "We  succeeded." 

The  effort,  now  known  as  "White  Coats  on  Call,"  brought  438 
doctors  to  the  capitol  for  this  year's  2005  short  session.  This  time, 
they  didn't  just  demonstrate.  They  met  with  their  legislators  and 
legislative  aides  to  talk  about  the  issues  that  face  health  care 
professionals  today. 

MSV  asked  doctors  in  each  of  its  10  regions  to  commit  to  a  two- 
day  visit  to  the  legislature.  Physicians  coming  from  outlying  areas 
rented  buses  to  take  them  to  Richmond.  (In  some  cases,  local  med- 
ical societies  and  hospitals  picked  up  the  tab.)  Some  areas  could  only 
muster  35  or  40  doctors.  Others  fielded  a  team  of  more  than  a  hun- 
dred. Despite  their  heavy  work  loads,  the  doctors  were  willing  to  take 


the  time  to  educate  themselves  about  the  political  process  —  and 
their  elected  representatives  about  the  issues  facing  the  health  care 
field. 

"We  briefed  the  doctors,  gave  them  talking  points,  told  them 
who  was  with  us,  who  was  against  us,  and  who  was  on  the  fence," 
says  Overstreet.  "Then  we  marched  as  a  group  up  Ninth  Street  to  the 
General  Assembly." 

Plans  for  next  year's  "White  Coats  on  Call"  are  still  under  devel- 
opment, but  Overstreet  predicts  that  even  more  physicians  will  par- 
ticipate. She  says  that  physicians  who  participated  are  so  busy  with 
their  practices,  they  haven't  had  the  chance  to  learn  how  the  process 
works,  she  said.  They  learned  that  lobbyists  are  powerful  partners, 
but  constituents  have  an  even  stronger  influence  on  lawmakers. 

There  was  one  drawback  to  the  campaign. 

"A  goodly  percentage  of  doctors  no  longer  wear  white  coats," 
says  Overstreet,  citing  society's  turn  toward  the  informal.  "Some  of 
our  doctors  complained  that  they  had  to  get  their  coats  cleaned  and 
starched  for  the  event." 


Have  a  Voice  of  Their  Own

Dan  Barrett  '07MD,  is  president  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion's Medical  Student  Section  on  the  MCV  Campus.  As  part  of  its 
mission  —  to  promote  the  science  and  art  of  medicine  and  the  bet- 
terment of  public  health  —  the  Section  organized  the  first  Virginia 
Medical  Student  Lobby  day  earlier  this  year. 

Barrett  acknowledges  the 
importance  of  "White  Coats 
on  Call,"  the  Medical  Society 
of  Virginia's  annual  lobbying 
effort.  And  he  fully  supports 
the  Richmond  Academy  of 
Medicine's  legislative  agenda. 
But,  says  the  Warrenton 

native,  there  are  issues  of  pressing  concern  to  medical  students.  Chief 
among  them  is  the  debt  that  med  students  carry. 

"Nationally,  the  average  medical  student  owes  $1 17,000  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  year,"  says  Barrett.  "That  was  shocking  to  the 
legislators." 


Medical  Students  from  Across  Virginia 

Came  to  Richmond  to  Air  Their  Concerns 

With  Their  Elected  Legislators. 


Tuition  increased  50  percent  between  2002  and  2003  —  the  year 
that  Barrett  began  his  medical  training.  For  in-state  students  like 
Barrett,  that  meant  a  hike  from  $13,500  to  $21,000.  Legislators 
agreed:  that's  a  situation  that  needs  to  be  looked  at. 

Barrett  and  his  colleagues  in  the  Section  were  able  to  mobilize 
45  students  from  all  of  Vir- 
ginia's medical  schools  to 
meet  with  their  legislators  to 
discuss  these  and  other  issues 
on  Medical  Student  Lobby 
Day,  held  this  year  on  Feb.  3. 
What  about  the  future? 
"We're  looking  forward 
to  working  with  legislators  to  help  keep  the  future  of  medicine  the 
best  it  can  be.  To  be  successful,  every  physician  and  future  physician 
must  make  legislative  activism  his  or  her  part-time  profession."

Each  is  as  enthralled  with 
what  they  do  in  their  spare  time  as  they  are  in  what 
they  do  day  to  day. 


The  Music  of  Life 


Andrew  J.  Werner  '62MD  makes  his  way 
to  the  Metropolitan  Opera  in  New  York  at 
least  three  times  a  week.  An  opera  aficiona- 
do and  accomplished  pianist,  Dr.  Werner 
counts  Placido  Domingo  as  one  of  his  per- 
sonal friends. 

At  almost  70  years  old,  Dr.  Werner 
admits  he  has  two  loves  in  his  life  —  medi- 
cine and  music.  His  affinity  for  both  sprang 
up  during  his  youth. 

Werner,  who  arrived  in  America  in  1956 
after  leaving  Hungary,  recalls  that  he  started 
playing  the  piano  when  he  was  about  6  years 
old.  "My  mother  studied  the  piano  so  I  was 
exposed  to  classical  music,"  he  explains, 
adding,  "I  remember  the  first  piece  of  music 
I  heard  on  the  Victrola.  It  was  Beethoven's 
Seventh  Symphony  in  A  Major.  That 
hooked  me." 

Passionate  about  music,  Werner  studied  at  the  Franz  Liszt  Acad- 
emy in  Budapest  for  eight  years.  "I  finished  my  musical  studies  in 
Hungary  on  a  professional  level,"  he  comments.  "I  played  the  piano 
and  studied  composition." 

Werner  also  enrolled  in  medical  school  in  Budapest.  He  was 
studying  medicine  when  he  fled  the  country  after  the  Russians 
stopped  the  Hungarian  Revolution.  When  he  arrived  in  America 
at  the  age  of  20,  he  wanted  to  continue  his  medical  studies.  One  of 
the  first  schools  Werner  visited  was  MCV  where  he  met  with  Dean 
George  W.  Bakeman.  "He  told  me  that  I  could  start  school  immedi- 
ately," Werner  comments.  "I  was  able  to  get  a  National  Defense 
scholarship  and  an  MCV  scholarship. 

As  luck  would  have  it,  the  dean's  wife  was  a  Russian  noble  who 
loved  music  and  happened  to  own  a  Russian  piano.  At  the  request 
of  the  Dean,  Werner  began  playing  for  faculty  dinners.  At  the  time 
Werner  was  living  in  a  single  room  in  a  rooming  house  with  no  outlet

for  his  music.  "For  me  it  was  a  dream,"  Wemer  says.  "I  became 

popular  throughout  the  campus." 

After  graduation  from  MCV,  Werner  moved  to  New  York  to  be 

closer  to  his  parents.  Again,  he  was  without  a  piano.  He  finally  was 

able  to  buy  a  secondhand  1942  Steinway  after  finishing  his  fellowship 
and  starting  to  work. 

"I  still  have  that  Steinway  today,"  he  says. 
"And  I'm  still  actively  playing  the  piano  at 
the  highest  level  of  music." 

Werner  also  continues  to  practice 
endocrinology  in  his  Park  Avenue  office.  In  the 
musical  world,  he  is  known  for  his  encyclopedic 
knowledge  of  music  and  for  his  collection  of 
rare  first  edition  music.  "I  have  the  whole  first 
edition  of  Beethoven's  symphonies,"  he  tells.  "I 
have  hundreds  of  first  editions,  many  operas 
from  Mozart  to  Puccini." 

Since  moving  to  New  York,  Dr.  Wemer 
has  acquired  another  passion  — collecting 
antique  porcelain.  "That  goes  back  to  my 
parent's  house,"  he  explains.  "They  had  high 
quality  porcelain.  I  couldn't  collect  it  until  I 
was  making  money.  Now  I've  acquired  quite 
a  collection  of  18th-century  porcelains." 

Artistic  Visions 


As  a  child,  Ginger  Edwards  '72N'75NP 
'77MSN,  would  haul  her  nursing  kit,  stocked  with  little  candy  pills, 
around  the  house. 

"I  grew  up  wanting  to  be  a  nurse,"  she  says. 

But  that  wasn't  Edwards  only  joy.  "I  was  one  of  the  lads  who 
would  sit  under  a  tree  and  draw  instead  of  playing,"  she  recalls. 
"I  did  art  in  school  and  was  encouraged  to  go  into  art,  but  I  was 
too  practical." 

So,  she  set  a  goal  for  herself:  to  work  as  a  nurse  and  someday  go 
back  to  her  artwork.  For  Edwards,  that  someday  has  arrived. 

Off  and  on  during  her  nursing  career,  Edwards  has  been  taking 
art  classes.  "My  life  gets  busy  [I  put  the  art  aside]  then  I  take  it  up 
again,"  she  shares. 

In  the  last  four  or  five  years,  she  has  gotten  serious  about  her  art, 
attending  workshops  and  slipping  in  classes  during  her  spare  time. 
She  tries  to  paint  at  least  once  a  week  in  the  early  mornings.  Her 
preferred  discipline  is  water  color.

Not  fond  of  painting 
from  photographs, 
Edwards  draws  her  inspira 
tion  from  nature.  She  may 
drive  to  the  mountains  of 
Southwest  Virginia  and 
plop  down  in  the  country- 
side to  paint  or  wander 
through  Lewis  Ginter 
Botanical  Gardens.  "I  like 
the  lighting  [from  the  out- 
doors]," she  explains.  "I  like  to  see  how  the  light  works  with  [differ- 
ent subjects].  It's  an  evolving  process." 

Edwards  estimates  that  she  has  finished  more  than  100  paintings. 
Over  a  year  ago,  she  exhibited  15  pieces  of  her  artwork  through  the 
Arts  in  the  Hospital  program  at  MCV.  She'll  have  a  second  exhibit 
in  2006. 

"I  sold  1 1  out  of  15  paintings,"  she  tells.  "It  was  amazing  to  me. 
I  have  people  who  want  me  to  do  commissions,  but  part  of  the  problem 
is  time." 

Recently,  Edwards  was  commissioned  to  do  a  painting  of  MCV 
—  the  pen  and  ink  drawing  with  watercolor  wash  —  hangs  in  the 
MCV  Foundation  boardroom.  She  painted  the  scene  from  a  photo 
taken  before  construction  on  the  new  Massey  Cancer  Center  began. 
The  view  highlights  nine  buildings,  including  the  Egyptian  Building, 
old  West  Hospital  and  Monumental  Church.  To  date,  Edwards  has 
sold  over  50  prints. 

Edwards  views  her  painting  as  creative  therapy.  "I  just  love  to 
paint,"  she  shares.  "It's  peaceful.  I  lose  myself  in  what  I  am  doing 
when  I  am  painting." 

She  enjoys  hearing  people  talk  about  how  her  paintings  have 
helped  them  see  things  differently 
"I  want  to  share  what  I  see," 
she  explains. 


Opening  Doors 
Through  Poetry 


Louis  M.  Abbey  '95MFA  can't  pin- 
point the  exact  moment  that  his  love 
of  writing  began.  "It  seems  I've  been 
writing  more  or  less  all  my  life," 
he  says. 

The  writing  bug  may  have  bitten 
when  his  parents  left  him  in  the  care 
of  his  aunts.  "I  had  two  great  aunts 
from  Ireland  who  used  to  baby-sit 
me  from  time  to  time  and  one  was  a 

school  teacher,"  he  tells.  "There  were  always  writing  sessions,  it 
seems,  during  my  stays  with  them." 

An  avid  reader,  Abbey  began  writing  poetry  in  high  school.  He 
graduated  from  the  VCU  Creative  Writing  program  with  a  concen- 
tration in  poetry.  "I've  always  been  fascinated  with  words,  especially

puns,"  Abbey  says.  "My  chil- 
I     dren  cringe  every  time  I  get 
I     going,  because  one  pun 
often  leads  to  another." 

After  graduating  from 
Tufts  University  School  of 
Dental  Medicine  and  com- 
pleting a  residency  at  New 
England  Medical  Center, 
Abbey  came  to  the  VCU 
School  of  Dentistry  as  an 
Assistant  Professor  of  Oral 
and  Maxillofacial  Pathology  in  1971.  He  retired  from  the  school  as  a 
Professor  in  July  2004.  During  his  career,  he's  written  and  published 
around  80  scientific  articles,  written  chapters  and  monographs  and 
edited  a  book  on  Dental  Informatics  for  Springer- Verlage  with  a 
colleague  from  Columbia  University. 

"Perhaps  my  most  creative  professional  work  was  developing 
an  award-winning  computer  program  called  'Case  Studies  for  Den- 
tistry,'" Abbey  says.  "This  is  a  program  with  which  faculty  can  build 
simulated  patients  who  have  clinical  problems." 

On  the  creative  side,  Abbey  has  had  his  poems  published  in  several 
literary  magazines,  including  the  Indiana  Review,  Georgetown  Review, 
Tlxe  Literary  Re\'iew  and  Hay  dens  Ferry  Review.  "I  also  have  a  poem 
that  was  published  in  a  1 998  anthology  of  poems  by  physicians  called 
'Blood  and  Bone.'"  Abbey  also  has  had  some  short  fiction  stories  and 
memoirs  published. 

Sailing  and  building  boats  are  two  more  hobbies  that  intertwine 
with  Abbey's  passion  for  writing.  He  is  currently  on  the  editorial 
board  of  a  small  sailing  magazine  that  produces  a  quarterly  bulletin 
and  wants  to  write  about  sailing  the  Truelight,  a  Galway  Hooker. 
"Sounds  like  an  allegorical  way  of 
talking  about  an  affair,"  Abbey  jokes. 
"But  the  boats  have  been  built  around 
the  Galway  area  of  western  Ireland  for 
hundreds  of  years." 

Abbey  also  hopes  to  write  several 
biographies  for  the  African  American 
Biography  database,  a  project  directed 
by  Henry  Louis  Gates  and  Evelyn 
Brooks-Higginbotham. 

Writing  has  added  untold  and  still 
incompletely  discovered  breadth  and 
depth  to  Abbey's  life,  he  says.  "Being 
in  the  writing  program  at  VCU  was 
the  most  valuable  educational  experi- 
ence of  my  life.  I  developed  the  ability 
to  read  literature  and  poetry  with  an 
insight  that  broadens  one's  life.  This 
creative  environment  totally  permeated  me  and  opened  up  creative 
veins  I  never  knew  I  had."

lfled  With  Ties  To  MCV

You  might  say  the  stethoscope  doesn't  fall  very  far  from  the 
Gouldin  family  tree.  That's  because  this  family  has  had  a 
long  history  of,  and  even  perfect  record  for,  degrees  earned 
at  MCV.  Ten  Gouldins  have  graduated  from  MCV —  11  if 
you  count  a  graduate  who  married  into  the  family. 

Dr.  T.  Winston  Gouldin  '54MD  married  Eleanor  Leach  '53N. 
The  couple  had  five  children,  all  of  whom  graduated  from  MCV  with 
degrees  in  health  care.  They  are  Jane  Brown  '77N,  Cynthia  Gouldin 
'87PT  (deceased),  Winston  M.  Gouldin  '98PharmD,  Catherine 
Gouldin  '85MD  and  Susan  Pearson  '79P. 

But  that's  not  the  entire  family  connection.  Susan's  husband, 
Barry  '79P  is  a  graduate  of  the  school,  as  is  Dr.  Gouldin's  oldest 
brother,  the  late  John  Milton  Gouldin  III  '44MD  and  another  brother, 
Edmund  Gouldin  '49MD'54HS. 

The  Gouldin's  MCV  heritage  dates  back  to  the  early  1900s  while 
the  family's  interest 
in  the  medical  field 
goes  back  even  fur- 
ther. Dr.  Gouldin 
traces  his  family 
roots  all  the  way 
back  to  1693 
when  the  Gouldin 
family  came  to  this 
country  as  French 
Huguenots. 

"I  found  that 
quite  a  few  people 
were  physicians 
throughout  my 
genealogy  on  both 
my  mother's  and  my 
father's  side  of  the 
family.  My  father's 
father  was  a  physi- 
cian and  married  a 
doctor's  daughter," 
he  says. 

Dr.  Gouldin's 
father,  the  late  John  Milton  Gouldin  was  a  doctor  as  well,  graduating 
from  MCV  in  1904.  Dr.  Gouldin  graduated  from  the  school  exactly 
50  years  later. 

"My  father  was  a  horse  and  buggy  country  doctor,"  Dr.  Gouldin 
explains.  "He  was  proud  of  all  of  his  children  and  came  back  to  MCV 
for  this  50th  anniversary  at  the  time  of  my  graduation." 

Genetic  predisposition  is  a  term  that  comes  to  mind  when  describ- 
ing the  Gouldin  family's  passion  for  the  medical  field.  Dr.  Gouldin 
can't  dispute  the  possibility. 

"There  may  very  well  be  a  genetic  predisposition  that  causes  people 
in  our  family  to  be  good  at  and  interested  in  medicine,"  he  reasons. 
"It's  hard  to  explain  otherwise." 


Today,  Dr.  Gouldin  and  his  wife  are  both  retired.  He  had  a  family 
practice  in  Norfolk,  but  retired  almost  a  decade  ago.  She  was  a  nurse. 
Dr.  Gouldin's  brother,  Edmund,  is  a  semi-retired  hematologist  prac- 
ticing in  Houston. 

Jane  is  a  nurse  living  in  Durham,  N.C.,  but  she  is  not  currendy 
practicing.  Winston,  who  lives  in  Richmond,  is  a  regional  scientific 
manager  with  Novartis  Pharmaceuticals,  a  Swiss  firm  with  U.S. 
headquarters  in  New  Jersey.  Cathy  is  a  pediatrician  and  emergency 
room  doctor  at  the  Children's  Hospital  in  Cincinnati.  Susan  is  a  hos- 
pital pharmacist  in  Norfolk.  Her  husband,  Barry,  is  a  community 
pharmacist  at  Walgreens. 

"We  didn't  talk  any  of  our  children  into  going  into  the  profes- 
sion or  going  to  MCV,"  Dr.  Gouldin  confides.  "Jane  was  the  only 
one  who  asked  for  advice  and  I  did  tell  her  I  thought  pharmacy  was  a 
good  profession  for  women.  Cindy  had  no  idea  of  going  into  the 

medical  field,  then 
she  volunteered  at  a 
local  hospital,  and 
worked  some  in  my 
office  and  ended  up 
becoming  a  physical 
therapist." 

Dr.  Winston  M. 
Gouldin  says  he  knew 
he  had  an  aptitude 
and  interest  in  sci- 
ence, but  he  was  not 
focused  on  career 
goals  when  he 
entered  the  Universi- 
ty of  Richmond.  He 
ended  up  getting  a 
bachelor  of  science  in 
chemistry  there,  then 
a 

B.S.  in  pharmacy  in 
1992  and  a  doctor  of 
pharmacy  in  1998 
from  MCV. 
"I  was  well  indoctrinated  in  the  medical  field  with  my  family's 
background,"  he  says.  "I've  got  to  believe  too  that  there  is  some  sort 
of  perpetuating  link.  We  have  ancestors  from  the  1600s  to  Cathy, 
our  middle  sister  who's  the  youngest  physician  in  the  family." 

This  large  and  geographically  diverse  family  still  manages  to  get 
together  for  major  holidays  like  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  birth- 
days, and  guess  what's  sure  to  be  a  topic  around  the  dinner  table? 

"Medical  topics  do  tend  to  come  up,"  Dr.  Winston  M.  Gouldin 
shares.

Some  of  my  life's  most  treasured  memories  were  made  at  MCV 
(West).  Back  in  the  early  1950s,  Ann,  my  identical  twin,  worked  for 
MCV  and  I  worked  just  down  the  hill  on  Main  Street  for  Travelers 
Insurance  Company.  Ann  intro- 
duced me  to  the  MCV  community 
by  relating  to  me  some  of  its  his- 
tory and  by  taking  me  on  a  tour: 
Old  Memorial,  St.  Philip  and 
Dooley  Hospitals,  the  Tompkins 
McCaw  Library,  the  Quonset, 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  The 
A.  D.  Williams  Memorial  Clinic, 
McGuire  Hall,  the  Egyptian  Build- 
ing, and  of  course,  the  main  hos- 
pital: the  15  year-old  beacon-lit 
art  deco  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia at  12th  and  Broad  Streets. 
What  an  adventure! 

During  those  early  years,  Ann 
and  I  would  meet  after  work,  have 

dinner  and  afterward  she  would  often  take  me  to  visit  MCV's  pedi- 
atric ward  where  we  cuddled  and  rocked  the  sick  babies.  We  also  fre- 
quently went  several  stories  higher  to  visit  another  "Babe,"  a  hand- 
some 21 -year-old  patient  with  that  nickname  who  had  sustained  a 
serious  head  injury  on  a  college  football  field.  He  would  stare  at  us, 
blink  and  stare  again  —  first  at  one,  and  then  the  other.  We  theorized 
that  he  was  wondering  if  he  had  developed  double  vision. 

We  were  told  that  he  had  not  spoken  a  word  since  his  injury. 
Nevertheless,  we  just  kept  talking  to  him  and  announced  one  day 
that  we  were  going  to  take  him  for  a  walk  down  the  hall,  and  then  on 
up  to  the  very  top  of  the  hospital  where  he  could  view  the  city's  sky-

line.  At  5'  10"  but  only  125  pounds  each  we  decided  that  the  two  of 
us  could  handle  him.  As  we  slowly  and  carefully  got  him  to  his  feet, 
I  said,  "Wow,  Babe,  you  must  be  six  feet  tall."  Incredibly,  he  uttered 
his  first  words  since  his  injur)', 
"Six  two,"  he  corrected  me.  I 
looked  at  my  sister  in  surprise.  I'll 
never  forget  her  smile.  This  was 
his  first  of  many  visits  to  the  top 
of  MCV  hospital.  He  loved  the 
view  and  the  fresh  air. 


The  Skull 
and  Bones 


reminiscing  as  much  as  we  have 


Ann  introduced  me  to  the  Skull 
and  Bones  Restaurant  where  in  the 
years  to  come,  we  would  meet  dai- 
ly for  our  lunch  of  sandwiches  and 
hot  tomato  soup.  The  Skull  then 
stood  just  across  12th  Street  from 
MCV  on  the  spot  that  is  now  The  Paterson  Memorial  Garden.  Close 
by  was  the  old  First  Baptist  Church,  then  known  as  the  Student 
Union  Building,  later  renamed  the  Larrick  Building.  At  that  time,  the 
first  floor  housed  The  Campus  Room  where  Ann  and  I  would  later 
sing  for  various  fraternity  events.  The  Recreation  Room  was  upstairs 
where  every  year  my  sister  took  me  to  see  the  Senior  Faculty  Take- 
Offs,  and  where  we  often  played  table  tennis  after  hours.  It  was  also 
here  that  we  later  joined  the  MCV  Chorus,  along  with  many  other 
students.  One  of  these  singers,  Jerry  Raper,  was  a  handsome  young 
medical  student  with  a  beautiful  voice,  who  later  became  a  successful 
and  much-loved  cardiologist  at  MCV. 


Ann  next  took  me  to  the  Pathology  Department  where  we  viewed 
all  manner  of  specimens  stored  in  jars  of  formaldehyde.  One  day,  we 
were  allowed  to  go  into  the  morgue  and  watch  an  autopsy.  Unexpect- 
edly, the  pathologist,  perhaps  thinking  we  were  medical  students,  handed 
my  sister  a  blood-spattered  pen  to  take  notes  for  him.  She  never 
winced.  I  was  also  introduced  to  the  Dental  School:  two  senior  dental 
students  were  looking  for  patients  for  whom  they  would  fill  a  tooth  as 
a  requirement  for  passing  their  Boards,  and  Ann  had  volunteered  the 
two  of  us.  Ever  the  identical  twins,  we  both  needed  attention  to  the 
very  same  molar  (I  still  have  that  filling,  and  50  years  later,  I  am  still  a 
patient  there).  Yes,  her  community  was  becoming  my  community. 
I  was  hooked. 

One  day  in  1955  Ann  suggested 
we  give  up  our  jobs  and  enter  the 
MCV  School  of  X-Ray  Technology.  A 
capital  idea,  I  thought.  It  so  happened 
that  a  secretarial  position  was  open  in 
that  department.  Its  chairman  Dr. 
Frederick  Mandeville  agreed  to  allow 
us  to  share  the  job  (and  the  salary 
of  $150  a  month!)  during  our  year  of 
x-ray  study.  So  in  the  morning  hours 
one  of  us  attended  classes  while  the 
other  worked  in  the  office.  In  the 
afternoons,  we  traded  places.  It  all 
worked  out  fine  for  us.  Of  course,  we 
had  to  keep  each  other  informed  of 
what  had  transpired  during  those 
classes  we  missed  while  on  office  duty. 

The  shared  secretarial  job  gave  us 
the  advantage  of  honing  our  medical 
terminology  skills  —  no  problem  for 
Ann,  an  experienced  medical  tran- 
scriber who  at  age  14  had  won  a  state 
spelling  championship.  Not  surpris- 
ingly, we  kept  the  X-ray  department 
—  actually,  the  whole  hospital  com- 
munity —  in  a  state  of  constant  con- 
fusion, the  story  of  our  lives.  Which 
twin  was  Ann,  which  was  Flo?  Which 
twin  was  in  class,  which  one  working 
in  the  office? 

No  one  could  tell  us  apart,  not 
even  our  parents.  Patients  and  visitors 
would  stop  one  of  us  in  the  hall  and 
say,  "Didn't  I  just  pass  you  down  the 
hall?"  And,  oh,  the  stories  I  could 
tell  about  our  colorful,  brilliant  and 
hyper-energetic  chairman  and  of  the 

pranks  some  of  his  residents  played  on  him.  They  were  a  great  team. 
It  was  a  happy  place  and  a  happy  time. 

Because  our  shared  job  allowed  only  half  a  day  for  x-ray  classes, 
we  relished  every  opportunity  to  work  night  and  weekend  shifts  to 
sharpen  our  x-ray  technical  skills.  What  we  didn't  relish  were  the 
scary,  low-lit,  serpentine  underground  tunnels  we  had  to  traverse  to 
reach  the  various  hospital  emergency  x-ray  areas  during  those  long, 
dark  nights.  We  worked  hard  but  were  always  able  to  fortify  our- 
selves with  free  cafeteria  meals,  even  at  two  in  the  morning.  We  really 
enjoyed  our  year  of  x-ray  study,  but  soon  after  we  completed  our 
course,  learned  that  salaries  for  x-ray  techs  were  abysmally  low 
statewide,  so  decided  to  use  our  knowledge  of  medical  terminology, 
physiology,  anatomy  and  physics  in  other  areas  of  MCV. 

In  1956  Ann  became  secretary  to  Dr.  Douglas  Reid,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Microbiology  in  the  Egyptian  Building  and  I

became  secretary  to  Dr.  Robert  Ramsey,  chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physiology  in  McGuire  Hall.  Our  bosses  were  never  quite 
sure  which  twin  was  working  for  them  for  we  not  only  looked, 
walked  and  talked  alike,  we  always  dressed  alike. 

That  year  at  the  Egyptian  Building  Ann  met  her  future  husband,  a 
medical  student  and  just-elected  president  of  Theta  Kappa  Psi  fraternity. 
They  married  in  1957.Two  years  later,  they  moved  with  their  infant 
son,  born  at  MCV,  to  Atlanta  where  her  husband  began  his  internship 
and  residency,  and  where  their  daughter  was  bom  two  years  later. 

Words  cannot  describe  how  much  I  missed  my  sister.  We  had 
been  inseparable  for  so  many  years. 

I  continued  on  at  MCV,  and  later 
became  secretary  to  Dr.  David  M. 
Hume,  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Surgery  (and  yes,  I  confess  to  hav- 
ing planned  one  of  his  eighth  floor 
"West  Wing  Wing  Ding"  holiday 
parties  and  trying  to  teach  Dr.  Hume 
the  cha-cha.)  I  eventually  left  MCV 
to  become  Executive  Secretary-Trea- 
surer of  the  Richmond  Academy  of 
Medicine,  married,  became  a  step- 
mom,  retired  and  later  gave  birth 
to  two  sons,  both  at  MCV. 

After  10  years,  I  returned  to  MCV 
and  had  the  privilege  of  working  the 
next  20  years  as  secretary  to  a  very 
fine  gentleman,  Dr.  John  L.  Patter- 
son, Jr.,  founder  and  chairman  of 
MCV's  Cardiopulmonary  Laborato- 
ries and  Research.  I  watched  MCV 
grow  by  leaps  and  bounds  during 
those  years.  I  saw  the  face  of  MCV 
change  from  a  hospital  to  a  burgeon- 
ing medical  center.  Sadly,  Dr.  Patter- 
son passed  away  in  2000,  but  will 
always  be  remembered  as  a  tireless, 
compassionate  man,  a  brilliant  physi- 
cian, teacher,  research,  scientist, 
author  and  mentor.  Over  the  years 
he  had  taught  and  inspired  many 
young  people,  my  two  sons  and  my 
twin's  son  included.  During  his  long 
and  successful  career,  he  established 
the  Cardiopulmonary  Research  Lab- 
oratories, Respiratory  Therapy,  Pul- 
monary Function  Laboratories  and 
the  Respiratory  Intensive  Care  Unit, 
the  latter  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation.  He  was  awarded  the  Presidential  Medallion  in  1994. 

After  his  retirement,  I  continued  on  at  MCV  for  several  years  in  the 
Adult  Cardiology  Division.  At  the  same  time,  my  twin  worked  in  the 
Pediatric  Cardiology  Division  at  Children's  Health  Care  of  Adanta  at 
Egleston.  After  40  years,  and  still  500  miles  apart,  we  continued  to  live 
parallel  lives  —  we  still  dressed  alike,  were  enjoying  our  families,  books, 
music,  photography,  dancing,  entertaining,  planning  class  reunions, 
researching  family  genealogy  and  working  in  cardiology

VCU's  Board  of  Visitors  called  for  increased 
international  awareness  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  and  improved  standards  of  health 
care  at  its  February  meeting.  Dr.  Sheldon 
Retchin,  vice  president  for  VCU  Health  Sci- 
ences and  CEO  of  VCUHS,  said  the  medical 
school  will  rely  on  "good  old-fashioned  sci- 
ence" to  expand  its  programs  and  enhance 
its  reputation.  The  plan  calls  for  hiring  more 
than  100  additional  full-time  faculty  mem- 
bers, obtaining  more  research  funding 
from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health, 
and  renovating  and  constructing  facilities 
on  the  Medical  Center  campus. 

Feds    Award    $2    million 
to    VCU... 

The  U.S.  Health  Resources  and  Services 
Administrative  has  awarded  VCU  $2 
million  in  grant  funds.  The  award  renews 
funding  for  VCU's  Virginia  Geriatric 
Education  Center. 

The  Center's  innovative  five-year  state- 
wide training  program  is  designed  to  help 
health  care  professionals  learn  more  about 
issues  affecting  geriatric  patients,  including 
cognition,  nutrition,  obesity  prevention  and 


treatment,  end-of-life  care,  mental  health, 
and  preserving  independence.  As  a  result  of 
the  award,  1,500  physicians,  nurses,  social 
workers  and  therapists  will  receive  training 
in  these  and  other  issues  at  VCU,  Eastern 
Virginia  Medical  School  and  the  University 
of  Virginia  Medical  System.

State-of-the-art    air- 
craft  joins    the    fleet... 

VCU  MC's  Life  Evac  program  makes  600 
flights  each  year  within  a  100-mile  radius  of 
Richmond.  With  the  addition  of  a  new 
Eurocopter  EC- 135,  VCU  Life  Evac  is 
enhancing  its  24-hour  transport  service  for 
critically  ill  or  injured  patients. 

The  new  helicopter  boasts  the  latest  in 
avionic  technology.  It's  the  first  medical 
helicopter  in  the  Richmond  area  to  offer 
night-vision  goggle  capability.  A  retractable 
"night-sun"  searchlight  helps  rescuers  find 
patients  in  low  visibility  situations.  The 
inside  of  the  craft  is  designed  to  carry  up 
to  two  patients  simultaneously. 

The  aircraft  is  staffed  24/7  with  a  trained 
flight  nurse,  flight  paramedic  and  pilot,  each 
of  whom  has  an  extensive  background  in 
trauma  and  cardiac  critical  care,  burn  care 
and  the  care  of  neurologically  impaired 
patients. 

The  new  helicopter  began  service  in  July. 
The  current  helicopter  will  be  used  for  back- 
up transports  as  needed. 


First    Payton 
Professor    named... 

Daniel  L.  Riddle,  P.T.,  Ph.D.,  FAPTA,  Pro- 
fessor of  Physical  Therapy,  has  been  named 
the  first  Otto  D.  Payton  Professor  of  Physical 


Therapy.  The  endowed  professorship  is 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Payton,  long-time 
faculty  member,  former  department  chair- 
man and  professor  emeritus. 

Help  for  autistic  students... 

VCU  is  one  of  three  universities  providing 
training  for  teachers  in  Central  Virginia  who 
need  help  working  with  autistic  children.  At 
the  conclusion  of  their  training,  teachers  will 
be  able  to  train  others  throughout  the  region 
in  the  latest  techniques  and  tools. 

Vioxx    returns; 
controversy    continues. 

Merck  &  Co.  removed  Vioxx,  a  COX-2 
inhibitor,  after  studies  showed  that  the  drug 
doubled  some  people's  risk  of  a  heart  attack. 
But  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
allowed  the  drug's  return  to  the  marketplace. 
Vioxx  is  appropriate  for  certain  patients, 
said  Lenore  M.  Buckley,  M.D.,  of  the 
Department  of  Internal  Medicine,  a  specialist 
in  rheumatology.  "In  patients  who  need  gas- 
tric protection  and  who  have  a  very  low  risk 
for  cardiovascular  trouble,  Vioxx  might  be 
the  medicine  for  them,"  Buckley  told  the 
Hampton  Roads  Daily  Press. 

Hurdle   overcome   in 
search   for   gene   therapy... 

Gene  therapy  tends  to  kill  normal  cells  as 
well  as  cancerous  cells.  Gene  therapy  based 
on  a  new  technique  developed  at  Columbia 
University  Medical  Center  leaves  normal 
cells  alone,  targeting  only  the  cancer  cells. 
Professor  D.  Kristoffer  Valerie,  Ph.D., 
from  VCU's  department  of  radiation 
and  oncology,  is  one  of  the  researchers 
involved  in  the  development  of  the 
new  therapy. 

Good    news    for 
foreign    students... 

International  students  are  pleased  with 
new  guidelines  from  Homeland  Security 
and  the  State  Department,  which  allow 
foreign  students'  security  clearances  to 
remain  in  effect  for  the  duration  of  their  aca- 
demic programs  for  a  period  of  up  to  four

years.  Previously,  students  would  have  to 
interrupt  their  students  to  submit  new  appli- 
cations when  their  security  clearances  expired.

Sargeant  Reynolds  to  work  with  mentoring 
medical  faculty  in  both  Nebraska  and  Vir- 
ginia. Dr.  Louis  W.  Sullivan,  former  US  Sec- 
retary of  Health  &  Human  Services,  is  head 
of  the  Richmond-based  program.  Terone  B. 
Green,  vice  president  of  VCU's  health  insur- 
ance program,  will  serve  as  Dr.  Sullivan's 
chief  administrative  chief  administrative 
officer  with  day-to-day  responsibilities  for 
running  the  program. 

Educational 
collaborative    marks 
anniversary... 

The  Foundations  of  Clinical 
Medicine  program  at  the  VCU 
School  of  Medicine  celebrated 
its  10th  anniversary  in  May. 
The  program,  one  of  only  16  in 
the  country,  connects  first-  and 
second-year  med  students  with 
preceptors  (practicing  physi- 
cians in  the  community)  to  give 
students  an  early  exposure  to 
the  realities  of  patient-centered      Ann  Compton 
medicine.  Of  the  300  preceptors 
currently  involved  in  the  program,  well  over 
half  are  School  of  Medicine  alumni. 

The  event  also  recognized  VCU/Reynolds

Honorees  earned  a  minimum  of  30  hours  of 
geriatrics  continuing  medical  education 
credits.

Minority    graduation 
rate   climbs   at   vcu... 

At  most  colleges  in  the  state,  whites  graduate 
at  a  5  percent  higher  rate  than  blacks.  At 
VCU,  the  graduation  rate  was  higher  for 
blacks,  according  to  data  released  by  the 
Education  Trust  in  January. 


At    the    Assembly 
this    session... 

Professor  John  B.  Fenn,  winner  of  the  2002 
Nobel  Prize  in  chemistry,  spoke  in  support 
of  state  funding  for  embryonic  stem  cell 
research  before  the  Virginia  Senate  this  win- 
ter. The  Reston  Times  Community  quoted 
Dr.  Fenn  as  saying  that  limiting  funding 
would  remove  "the  possibility  of  something 
that  would  make  life  much  better" . . .  A  bill 
that  would  require  physicians  to  administer 
anesthesia  to  fetuses  prior  to  aborting  them 
was  defeated. .  .Also  defeated  was  a  bill  to 
require  abortion  clinics  to  meet  the  same 
standards  as  ambulatory  surgical  centers. 
"The  cost  to  clinics  would  be  overwhelm- 
ing," Dr.  Wendy  S.  Klein  told  the  Richmond 
Times-Dispatch.  Klein  is  an 
obstetrician/gynecologist  and  associate  pro- 
fessor of  internal  medicine  at  VCU. .  .The 
Assembly  passed  legislation  that  requires 
colleges  to  post  reading  lists  on  the  Web  sites 
so  that  students  have  more  time  to  shop 
around  for  cheaper  alternatives,  in  an  effort 
to  tame  skyrocketing  textbook  prices.

Many  of  its  victims  are  mis- 
diagnosed and  end  up  in  nursing  homes. 


VCU  is  one  of  five  medical  centers  in  the 
country  with  the  equipment  and  expertise 
to  test  patients  for  NPH.  A  study  currently 
underway  is  attempting  to  identify  NPH 
patients  confined  to  nursing  homes  so  that 
they  can  be  treated  and  —  perhaps  —  released. 

Governor  supports 
research  expansion... 

"We  need  to  beef  up  our  research  capabilities 
across  the  state,"  Governor  Mark  R.  Warner 
told  T\xe  Washington  Post  in  February.  While 
George  Mason  University  is  poised  to  become 
Northern  Virginia's  premier  site  for  high-tech 
research,  the  governor  noted  the  contribu- 
tions that  VCU  (and  other  schools)  are  mak- 
ing toward  the  statewide  technology  effort, 
and  encouraged  schools  to  work  collabora- 
tively on  the  development  of  technology. 

At  VCU,  biomedical  engineers  have  created 
a  third  of  all  patent  applications  made  by  VCU 
in  recent  years.

Transfusion-free 
cardiac    surgery... 

It's  no  longer  routine  for  cardiac  patients  to 
get  blood  transfusions  at  VCU  Medical  Cen- 
ter. Jeffrey  A.  Green,  M.D.,  director  of  car- 
diothoracic  anesthesiology  at  VCU,  told  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  "Blood  is  no 
longer  first-line  therapy  in  cardiac  surgery." 
That's  because  heart  surgeons  have  imple- 
mented blood-reductions  protocols.  Patients 
are  experiencing  better  outcomes,  the  hospi- 
tal is  saving  money,  and  blood  supplies  are 
available  for  patients  who  really  need  trans- 
fusions. As  a  result,  VCU  has  one  of  the  low- 
est transfusion  rates  for  cardiac  surgery  in 
the  world. 

Bloodless  blood 
transfusions... 

VCU  emergency  doctors,  and  the  Richmond 
Ambulance  Authority,  are  participating  in  a 
study  of  the  use  of  a  blood  substitute,  Poly- 
Heme,  in  treating  trauma  patients.  The  ability 
to  use  a  blood  substitute  protects  the  blood 
supply,  which  is  chronically  undersupplied. 

Research    stimulates 
economic    development... 

Mark  Licata,  associate  professor  at  VCU's 
School  of  Engineering  and  president  of  Bio- 
Track,  a  startup  company  abased  at  VCU's 
Biotechnology  Research  Park,  is  the  creator 
of  a  one-handed  tourniquet.  It  can  be  used 
by,  for  example,  soldiers  in  remote  battle- 
fields, improving  their  own  chances  of  sur- 
vival from  arm  and  leg  wounds.  Licata 
worked  with  Kevin  R.  Ward,  M.D.,  from 
VCU's  Department  of  Emergency  Medicine, 
on  the  research.  Licata  told  Virginia  Business, 
"There's  more  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  Vir- 
ginia if  a  VCU-owned  patent  gets  licensed  by 


a  local  company."  He  continued,  "You  create 
jobs  in  the  state  —  which  is  what  you  really 
want  to  do."  When  technology  is  licensed  to 
out  of  state  companies,  he  said,  "You  just  get 
the  cash  and  not  the  job  growth." 

Danger    crosses 

BORDERS... 

Even  though  it  has  been  banned  worldwide 
since  1984,  a  highly  toxic  rodent  poison  is 
still  available  —  illegally.  In  New  York  City, 
an  infant  developed  permanent  brain  dam- 
age when  she  was  exposed  to  the  poison, 
TETS.  Her  parents  had  brought  it  back  from 
China.  Dr.  Kenneth  Scott  Whitlow,  assis- 
tant professor  of  emergency  medicine  at 
VCU,  and  his  partners  wrote  about  the  "spe- 
cial public  health  risk  in  large  urban  areas 
with  significant  immigration  populations" 
whose  members  may  have  used  products  like 
TETS  in  their  home  countries.  In  the  article, 
Whitlow  recommends,  "Don't  bring  some- 
thing (a  rodenticide,  etc.)  from  another 
country  to  the  United  States  to  use." 

Palliative    care 
attracts    funding... 

The  goal  of  palliative  care  is  to  make  patients 
—  some  of  whom  may  be  dying,  others  who 
may  be  suffering  from  chronic  illness  —  as 
comfortable  as  possible.  VCU  Massey  Can- 
cer Center's  palliative  care  unit  recently  won 
a  three-year,  $750,000  grant  to  teach  other 
cancer  centers  about  palliative  care  princi- 
ples. .  .A  budget  amendment  before  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  asks  for  $500,000  to  allow 
VCU  to  train  health  care  providers  across 
the  state  in  the  goals  of  palliative  care. 

low    reimbursements 
drive    pediatricians 
from    the    Medicaid 
market;    kids    lose. 

Pediatric  emergency  room  physicians 
throughout  Virginia  are  becoming  surrogate 
primary-care  doctors  to  Medicaid-eligible 
children,  contents  Samuel  T.  Bartle,  M.D. 
Barde,  associate  professor  of  emergency 
medicine  at  VCU  and  Greater  Richmond 
delegate-at-large  for  the  Virginia  Chapter  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics,  wants 
the  General  Assembly  to  raise  Medicaid 
reimbursement  rates  to  allow  pediatricians 
to  give  poor  children  a  pediatric  medical 
home.  "When  children  lose,  we  all  lose,"  he 
wrote  in  a  January  31  piece  for  the  Richmond 
Times- Dispatch.

David  M.  Klurfeld  PhD77Pathology 

Making  Sure  People  Know  the  Right  Foods  to  Eat

David  M.  Klurfeld,  PhD  '77Pathology,  still  wonders  some- 
times how  he  ended  up  as  the  National  Program  Leader, 
Human  Nutrition,  of  the  USDA  Agricultural  Research 
Service.  "It  beats  me,"  he  says,  laughing,  "although  my 
years  at  MCV  and  especially  those  I  spent  with  Dr.  Marvin 
Allison  gave  me  a  first  rate  foundation  for  research." 
Dr.  Klurfeld  laughs  easily  when  he  talks  about  his  career.  His 
current  position,  which  he  has  held  for 
almost  a  year,  has  him  acting  as  the  Project 
Manager,  a  scientific  administrator  for  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service.  With  an 
$84  million  budget,  he  is  able  to  set  a 
research  agenda,  manage  many  different 
research  projects  and  convey  the  results 
to  Congress.  "Working  with  the  subcom- 
mittees has  been  a  pleasant  surprise.  They 
are  especially  interested  in  the  role  of  agri- 
culture and  I  truly  enjoy  working  with  them. 
Once  our  work  gets  to  the  full  Congress 
however,  we  tend  to  fall  off  the  radar  screen. 
We  don't  grab  a  whole  lot  of  headlines." 
Getting  headlines  is  something  that 
has  followed  Dr.  Klurfeld  throughout  his 
career.  While  many  researchers  would  be 
happy  with  contributing  to  one  major 
development,  Dr.  Klurfeld  has  been  a  con- 
tributor to  three  major  finds  over  the  years. 

His  first  major  research  project  was 
published  in  a  pathology  journal  approxi- 
mately 25  years  ago.  His  lab  was  the  first  to  show  that  red  wine  actu- 
ally inhibits  cardiovascular  lesions.  Eleven  years  later  a  book  would 
be  published  in  a  French  journal  utilizing  Dr.  Klurfeld  and  associ- 
ates' research  and  would  dub  the  phenomenon  "The  French  Para- 
dox." "Since  we  were  working  in  Philadelphia  at  the  time,  I  doubt 
that  'The  Philadelphia  Paradox'  would  have  had  quite  the  same 
effect  on  the  world's  media,"  he  summizes. 

His  second  major  contribution  involved  the  source  of  cells  of 
plaque  found  in  arteries.  "We  discovered  that  plaque  in  arteries  was 
made  up  of  white  blood  cells,"  he  explains.  "This  changed  the  way 
that  physicians  intervened  with  their  patients."  This  paper  became 
his  most  referenced  work,  having  been  cited  over  200  times. 

His  third  major  contribution  is  as  timely  today  as  it  was  when  it 
was  first  presented.  In  the  1980's,  the  prevailing  wisdom  was  to  eat 
less  fat  in  order  to  reduce  the  chance  of  developing  cancer.  Dr.  Klur- 
feld designed  diets  to  feed  rats  that  would  offer  either  a  high  calorie, 
low-fat  regimen  or  a  high  calorie,  high  fat  diet.  The  research  showed 


that  a  rat  eating  a  diet  with  a  high  caloric  intake  had  a  marked  increase 
in  cancer  rates  regardless  of  fat  content.  "After  we  published  that 
paper,  many  other  researchers  applied  our  tests  to  other  types  of 
cancer,"  Dr.  Klurfeld  says.  "Many  labs  are  now  looking  for  the  mecha- 
nism, we  need  to  examine  both  human  and  animal  subjects." 

After  Dr.  Klurfeld  graduated  from  MCV,  he  moved  on  to  the 
Wistar  Institute  in  Philadelphia,  one  of  the  oldest  independent  bio- 
medical research  facilities  in  the  U.S.,  for 
post-doctoral  work.  "Wistar  was  a  great 
time  for  me,"  Dr.  Klurfeld  says.  "I  was  on 
the  faculty  there  for  about  1 5  years  and 
was  always  free  to  pursue  any  project  that 
interested  me.  In  fact  all  of  us  were  free  to 
work  on  any  project  we  wished,  as  long  as 
we  were  able  to  secure  funding.  If  the  pro- 
ject was  cross-disciplinary,  you  walked 
across  the  hall  and  found  somebody  who 
was  also  interested  in  the  project.  There 
were  no  turf  wars  and  everybody  was 
encouraged  to  develop  projects." 

From  there  he  took  on  the  Chairman- 
ship of  the  Nutrition  Department  at 
Wayne  State  in  Detroit,  Michigan  for 
twelve  years.  "I'm  proud  of  the  work  we 
did  there,"  he  observes.  "The  job  was  sup- 
posed to  be  50  percent  administrative  and 
50  percent  faculty,  but  I  managed  to  slip  a 
little  research  in  as  well.  I  was  able  to  create 
the  first  endowed  chair  for  obesity  research 
at  the  college." 

He  was  finally  enticed  to  leave  Wayne  State  in  order  to  work  in 
the  new  field  of  obesity  prevention.  "There  are  so  many  factors  that 
go  into  obesity,  and  so  many  diets  that  promise  the  world  and  don't 
deliver.  It's  much  easier  to  prevent  obesity  than  it  is  to  cure  it  — 
and  that's  the  work  I  want  to  be  involved  with."' 

The  journey  from  Pathology  to  Agriculture  has  been  circuitous, 
but  very  rewarding.  "The  theme  of  my  career  has  been  a  search  for 
nutritional  prevention  of  chronic  diseases,"  he  maintains.  "I  owe  a 
lot  of  my  success  to  my  time  at  MCV;  I  received  a  fantastic  educa- 
tion and  a  great  deal  of  encouragement  all  along  the  way.  For  what 
has  often  been  considered  a  support  department.  Pathology  gave  me 
all  the  tools  I've  ever  needed."

Cynthia  Casson  Morton  '82PhD 

Alumna  Makes  Career  of  Exploring  DNA's  Pathways

Speaking  by  phone  from  her  office  at  Brigham  and  Women's 
Hospital  in  Boston,  Cynthia  Casson  Morton  '82PhD,  Human 
Genetics,  recalled  some  advice  she  had  given  Harvard  Med- 
ical School's  first-year  students  that  morning. 

"I  told  them  to  'pick  something  to  work  on  that  keeps  you 
awake  at  night,'"  notes  the  tenured  Harvard  professor. 

For  Morton,  that  something  is  genetics.  Her  interest  developed  in 
middle  school  when  the  then  eighth-grader  wrote  her  first  paper  on 
the  subject.  She  completed  her  undergraduate  biolo- 
gy degree  from  the  College  of  William  &  Mary  in 
three  and  a  half  years  then  applied  to  MCV  after 
William  &  Mary's  cytogenetics  professor  suggested 
she  enroll  in  the  human  genetics  program  and  work 
with  Dr.  Judy  Brown.  During  her  MCV  interview, 
Morton  participated  in  the  genetics  and  endocrine 
rounds  and  was  hooked.  Before  her  first  day  of  grad- 
uate school,  she  had  already  read  the  genetics  text- 
book, wrapping  it  in  brown  paper  and  reading  it  by 
the  pool  that  summer. 

"There  is  a  passion  of  discovery  that  comes  with 
science,"  she  says,  describing  how  she  balances  a 
busy  work  schedule  that  includes  three  major 
research  interests  and  a  family  life  with  her 
husband,  13-year-old  son  and  10-year-old  daughter. 

"I'm  working  all  the  time,"  says  Morton,  who  is 
usually  "reading  science"  at  her  kids'  soccer  games, 
even  though  that  sometimes  means  missing  an  important  play 
or  goal. 

And  Morton,  49,  is  about  to  get  busier  when  she  assumes  the  job 
of  editor  of  the  American  Journal  of  Human  Genetics  beginning  with 
the  Jan.  2006  issue.  Morton  will  be  the  first  female  editor  in  the 
journal's  55-year  history.  With  more  than  400  reports,  books  and 
abstracts  to  her  credit,  she'll  be  well-prepared  for  the  job. 

Morton's  extensive  written  portfolio  is  a  result  of  her  research 
in  three  major  areas  —  the  genetics  of  hearing  loss,  uterine  fibroids 
and  chromosomal  abnormalities.  Her  research  into  the  genetics  of 
hearing  loss  began  in  the  early  1990s  when  she  received  her  first 
grant  to  "take  a  genome  approach  to  studying  hearing  loss."  Because 
most  deaf  children  are  born  to  hearing  parents,  Morton  believes 
that  early  detection  of  the  genes  that  cause  hearing  loss  will  allow 
earlier  identification  of  problems  and  treatment. 

"Perhaps  someday  your  newborn  screen  will  include  your  com- 
plete genetic  sequence,"  says  Morton,  who  recently  submitted  a  paper 
to  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine,  co-authored  with  Walter 
Nance,  professor  of  human  genetics  at  MCV  and  chair  of  the  depart- 
ment during  Morton's  years  as  a  graduate  student,  on  the  topic. 

Along  the  same  line,  Morton's  research  into  uterine  fibroids, 


which  affect  at  least  30  percent  of  women  of  childbearing  age,  seeks 
to  identify  a  woman's  genetic  susceptibility  to  fibroids  by  identifying 
the  genes  that  cause  the  problem.  Based  on  their  genetic  findings, 
women  could  then  be  offered  the  best  treatment  for  their  individual 
circumstances.  As  Morton  explained  in  a  Dec.  28,  2004  Boston  Globe 
article,  "If  we  really  understood  fibroids,  we  could  tell  some  women 
that  oral  contraceptives  are  not  for  you." 

Morton's  research  has  already  identified  two  genes  that  cause 
fibroids,  and  a  susceptibility  allele  has  been  found 
but  not  yet  published.  As  part  other  research,  Mor- 
ton said  her  goal  is  to  see  all  women  screened  for 
their  liability  to  fibroids,  something  she  hopes  will 
occur  in  the  near  future. 

Morton's  third  major  research  interest,  cytoge- 
netics, examines  disorders  that  occur  when  the 
normal  chromosomal  sequence  of  genes  is  inter- 
rupted. As  the  principal  investigator  of  the  Develop- 
mental Genome  Anatomy  Project,  Morton,  who 
also  serves  as  director  of  cytogenetics  at  Brigham 
and  Women's  Hospital,  is  studying  these  chromoso- 
mal abnormalities  to  build  a  greater  understanding 
of  genes  and  their  pathways  and  help  identify  future 
diagnostic  and  treatment  options  for  patients  with 
rare  genetic  disorders. 

With  all  of  this  work,  it's  no  wonder  Morton 
stays  awake  at  night.  Genetics  "is  even  more  exciting 
now  than  when  I  was  in  graduate  school,"  she  remarks,  "as  we  have 
the  sequence  of  the  human  genome  available  to  us.  It's  an  absolutely 
wonderful  career." 

Morton  credits  her  career  and  passion  for  it  to  the  program  and 
professors  at  MCV.  She  remains  committed  to  her  alma  mater, 
returning  to  visit  whenever  she  can.  Morton  was  named  the  Out- 
standing Alumnus  of  the  Year  for  Basic  Health  Sciences  Division 
in  1992  and  served  on  VCU's  Life  Sciences  Advisory  Board  in  2001. 
She  describes  the  bond  she  developed  with  the  six  other  graduate 
students  in  her  program  and  in  the  class  above  hers  as  a  "family." 
Coincidental!/,  two  students  from  MCV's  1981  Human  Genetics 
Ph.D.  class,  Louise  Wilkins  Haug  and  Frederick  Bieber,  are  Mor- 
ton's colleagues  at  Brigham  &  Women's  Hospital. 

"The  environment  that  Walter  Nance  created  was  so  nurturing, 
always  challenging,  always  keeping  us  thinking,"  remembers  Morton. 
"It  was  a  wonderful  time."

"He  could  not  fight  any  more,"  said  Teresinha  Ramoa,  announcing 
the  death  of  her  husband.  On  July  1,  Dr.  Ary  Sergio  Ramoa  died  at 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  in  Baltimore.  He  was  51  and  succumbed  to 
complications  of  Crohn's  disease. 

Ramoa  received  his  early  training  in  his  native  Brazil,  and  earned  a 
doctorate  in  physical  optics  at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley. 
Post-graduate  work  in  neuroscience  at  Stanford,  Yale  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  and  a  fellowship  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health,  preceded  his  appointment  to  VCU  in  1993.  He 
was  named  a  full  professor  of  anatomy  and  neurobiology  in  2002. 

Ramoa  was  internationally  respected  for  his  research  on  the  visual 
system,  its  organization  and  repair.  MCV  awarded  him  an  Outstanding 
Research  Achievement  Award  for  his  work,  which  was  supplemented  by 
more  than  50  published  papers  on  the  subject. 

Dr.  John  Povlishock,  chair  of  the  department  of  anatomy  and  neu- 
robiology, characterized  Ramoa  as  "a  very  bright  and  talented  individ- 
ual, a  very  capable  researcher  who  contributed  much  to  VCU  and  the 
nation. .  .a  dedicated  and  caring  teacher." 

In  his  spare  time,  Ramoa  enjoyed  painting  in  oils. 

In  addition  to  his  wife,  Ramoa  is  survived  by  two  children. 

"The  university  community  has  lost  a  great 
friend  and  devoted  leader,"  said  Dr.  Sheldon 
M.  Retchin,  VCUHS  CEO  and  VCU  vice  presi- 
dent for  health  sciences,  in  response  to  the 
death  of  Dr.  Rupert  Schmidt-Ullrich. 
Schmidt-Ullrich,  chair  and  founder  of  MCV's 
Radiation  Oncology  Department,  died  on  Dec. 
20  (2004)  at  the  age  of  61  after  a  lengthy  ill- 
ness. 

Schmidt-Ullrich  received  a  classical  educa- 
tion in  his  native  Germany  and  was  graduated  with  highest  honors 
from  the  University  of  Heidelberg  as  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1970. 
Following  postdoctoral  research  training,  he  joined  the  Department 
of  Therapeutic  Radiology  at  Tufts-New  England  Medical  Center  in 
Boston.  After  additional  training  in  Germany,  the  U.S.  and  Europe, 
Schmidt-Ullrich  joined  VCU  in  1988.  He  had  been  named  the  first 
Florence  and  Hyman  Meyers  Chair  of  Radiation  Oncology  just  before 
his  death. 

A  "brilliant  oncologist,"  Schmidt-Ullrich  was  also  a  respected 
researcher  whose  work  attracted  significant  funding  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  for  16  consecutive  years.  He  was  founder  of  the 
journal  Radiation  Oncology  Investigations  and  was  its  editor-in-chief 
for  many  years.  In  addition  to  his  200+  peer-reviewed  articles,  he  was 
co-author  of  the  discipline's  most  comprehensive  textbook,  Principles 
and  Practice  of  Radiation  Oncology. 

Schmidt-Ullrich  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Dr.  Brigitte  Schmidt-Ull- 
rich, two  children,  his  mother  and  two  sisters.  The  family  has  asked 
that  contributions  in  Schmidt-Ullrich's  memory  be  directed  to  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center's  Radiobiology  Program  at  VCU. 

V.A.  Marks  '51MD,  died  in  North  Palm  Beach  (Florida)  on  Feb.  4  at 
the  age  of  82.  An  obstetrician  and  gynecologist,  Marks  was  a  native  of 


Hopewell.  After  graduating  from  Randolph-Macon  College,  Marks 
graduated  from  MCV  and  continued  his  studies  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  He  served  in  the  U.S.  Navy  in  World  War  II. 

Marks  practiced  in  Midlands  (Michigan;  from  1956  to  1971,  when 
he  moved  his  practice  to  North  Palm  Beach.  In  addition  to  practicing 
medicine,  Marks  was  a  former  mayor  and  served  on  the  city  council 
of  North  Palm  Beach.

Dr.  Herman  Nachman  '42BS/P'45MD'54HS, 

died  on  Feb.  19.  He  was  84  years  old. 

A  Winchester  native,  Nachman  was  a 
captain  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps.  He  was, 
except  for  a  year-long  hiatus  in  1947,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  at  MCV- VCU  from  1945 
until  his  death. 

As  a  member  of  the  surgical  research  team 
at  MCV,  he  established  a  lab  to  utilize  radioac- 
tive chemicals  in  clinical  research  and  developed  new  techniques  to 
measure  blood  volume  in  injured  persons. 

Shortly  before  his  death,  Nachman  made  a  5350,000  gift  to  the 
Department  of  Orthopedic  Surgery,  challenging  the  department  to 
make  up  the  additional  $150,000  needed  to  establish  an  endowed  pro- 
fessorship. The  challenge  was  easily  met,  and  the  Herman  M.  and  Vera 
H.  Nachman  Distinguished  Research  Professorship  became  the  first 
research  professorship  ever  established  in  the  Department  of  Orthopedic 
Surgery.  University  officials  characterized  the  gift  as  a  "permanent  and 
enduring  legacy  to  VCU." 

Nachman  was  predeceased  by  his  wife.  He  is  survived  by  three 
children,  two  grandsons  and  a  sister.

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Allen  retired  in  1985,  he  was  fondly 
known  as  the  "Father  and  Grandfa- 
ther of  Intercollegiate  Sports."  He  was 
inducted  into  the  VCU  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame,  where  a  plaque  is  on  display 
at  the  Coliseum  in  his  honor.  Allen 
was  83. 

Rosalie  Benson  of  Richmond,  on 
Oct.  26,  2004.  Benson  was  a  special 
education  teacher  working  in  the 
Department  of  Psychiatry  with  the 
Richmond  Hospital  Education  Pro- 
gram at  VCU/MCV.  She  was  64. 
William  Deyerle  of  Richmond,  on 
Dec.  30,  2004.  Deyerle  was  an  ortho- 
pedic surgeon  and  professor  for  more 
than  four  decades.  In  the  late  40's  he 
served  as  an  attending  at  MCV.  At  the 
time,  attending  physicians  handled 
much  of  the  teaching  duties  and  the 
trained  hundreds  of  doctors  over  the 
years.  "He  was  one  of  the  major  con- 
tributors to  my  education,"  said  John 
Cardea  '73HS-0,  graduate  and  chair- 
man emeritus  and  professor  of  ortho- 
pedic surgery  at  VCU/MCV.  In  1960 
Deyerle  earned  national  recognition 
when  he  invented  the  Deyerle  Pin  Sys- 
tem to  treat  femoral  neck  fractures,  or 
breaks  in  the  upper  part  of  the  thigh 
bone  where  it  meets  the  hip.  Deyerle 
was  88. 


Elizabeth  Fries  of  Maidens,  VA  on 
May  25,  2005.  Fries  was  an  associate 
professor  in  the  Department  of  Psy- 
chology and  was  the  co-director  of 
cancer  control  research  for  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center.  She  was  an 
active  researcher  who  focused  her 
work  on  reducing  cancer  causing 
behaviors,  such  as  tobacco  use  and 
poor  dietary  habits,  among  those  who 
were  at  risk  for  cancer.  "We  have  lost 
a  great  colleague,  leader,  friend  and 
mentor,"  said  Steve  Danish,  PhD  of 
the  department  of  psychology  at 
VCU.  "Liz  had  quickly  established 
herself  as  a  nationally  respected  can- 
cer control  researcher  and  on  campus, 
her  love  for  her  work  and  the  knowl- 
edge she  shared  had  a  positive  ripple 
effect  among  her  students  and  col- 
leagues." Fries  was  42. 
DuPont  Guerry  III  of  Richmond,  on 
April  3,  2005.  Guerry  was  a  professor 
of  ophthalmology.  He  was  92. 
Randolph  Hoge  of  Charlottesville, 
VA  on  Nov.  13,  2004.  Hoge  was  on 
staff  in  the  Department  of  Surgery 
and  Anatomy  in  1931.  He  became  the 
chair  of  the  Department  of  Gynecology 
in  1943  and  retired  from  teaching  in 
1973  as  Emeritus  Professor  of  Gyne- 
cology. Hoge  was  president  of  the 
Richmond  Gynecological  Society.  He 
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was  the  last  living  founding  member 
of  the  Distinguished  International 
Society  of  Pelvic  Surgeons  and  had 
served  as  its  president.  Hoge  was  101. 
John  Hulvey  of  Richmond,  on 
March  7,  2005.  Hulvey  served  as  an 
associate  clinical  professor  of  ortho- 
pedic surgery  for  25  years  until  2001. 
William  Laupus  of  Greenville,  NC 
on  Feb.  15,  2005.  Laupus  was  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics 
at  MCV  before  going  to  East  Carolina 
University  School  of  Medicine  as 
Dean.  Laupus  received  the 
O.  Max  Gardner  Award,  the  highest 
honor  given  by  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Governors, 
in  1989.  He  also  served  a  short  time  as 
vice  chancellor.  Laupus  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  Evelyn  Laupus  '43BS/N.  He 
was  83. 
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
